COMPLETE RETURNS IN 
FROM 225 DISTRICTS 


State - Wide 
Is Carried by a Good 
Margin, but 6362 Votes 
Are Cast Against It—Au- 
gusta Loses Capital Fight. 


PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 12.—Official 
feturns received up to 2:15 p. m., con- 
tinued to decrease the small unofficial 
anti-prohibition majority shown this 
morning and at that hour jt looked as if 
the official margin one way or the other 
would be slight. The Prohibitionists 
were very hopeful that further figures 


would turn the result in their favor. 

Official returns from 22 cities, towns 
and plantations used in revising the un- 
official figures of last night, have re- 
duced the repeal majority to 168 yotes. 

Former Mayor Adam P. Leighton, 
‘ president of the No-License League, an- 
nounced this morning that steps would 
be taken for a recount of the vote un- 
less the official returns should material- 
ly increase the majority for the repeal 
of the amendment. Official returns had 
been received this morning from 5 
cities and towns. 

Next in interest to the prohibition 
question was that of the adoption or re- 
jection of a State-wide primary act. The 
official vote from 70 cities and towns 
at hand this morning shows 23,780 favor- 
able and 6362 opposing vetes, a majority 
in favor of 17, 418. 

On the question of making Augusta 
forever the seat of.government, the up- 
State voters generally voted for it, but 
Cumberland County, York County and 
ether sections nearer Portland were 
strong on the other side and the de- 
feat of the proposition was indicated.

Man Who Jumped $23,000 
Bond in Philadelphia Again 
at Work. 


$150,boo BAIL DEMANDED 


Profits of Gang From Green 
Goods and Salted Mines Put 
at $1,500,000. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 12-8 A. Potter, 
alias George W. Post, said by Federal 
officials to be one of the best known 
gold brick and green goods confidence 
men in the world, was arrested today 
by C. F. de Woody, division superintend- 
ent of the Department of Justice, on a 
charge of operating a confidence game. 

Potter and two companions for whom 
Federal officials are searching,-are said 


to have netted $1,500,000 im the past 
few years by the operation of their 
schemes. 

Potter offered a cash bond of $50,000 
for his release, but it was refused by 
Federal officials, who declared that 
nothing less. than a cash bond of $150,000 
would be accepted. 

Potter was arrested at his home on 
the South Side, where he is said to have 
lived for several months. 

After making the arrest, Superin- 
tendent De Woody remained in the lux- 
uriously furnished apartment occupied 
by Potter and his wife for several 
hours in-the hope of capturing Potter's 
companions. The telephone rang once, 
but when Superintendent De Woody an- 
swered, the man at the other end of 
the line became suspicious, and hung 
up the receiver. 

Potter and Starkloff have operated in 
nearly every large city in the world un- 
der numerous aliases, according to Su- 
perintendent De Woody. 

Potter and his companions came to 
Chicago early in 1910 and opened an 
ofnce in the downtown district. By 
sending out literature offering to sel! 
paper bills printed from forms allege: 
to have 
States Mint at Philadelphia at a dis- 
count of 50 per cent, they swindled 
credulous investors ‘of large sums, ac- 
cording to Supt. de Woody. 

Copies of these circulars were, it is 
said, received by Fred Hansen of Ev- 
ansville, Wis.; Josiah .Millspaugh of 
Brooklyn, Wis.; Richard C. Mason of 
Genesee Depot, Wis., and many others. 


Companions Went Abroad. 
The band of swindlers also dealt in 


“salted”’ gold mines, according to Fed- 
eral officials. Potter made his head- 
quarters in either Chicago or, some 
other large city, his companions went 
to London, England; Berlin, Germany. 
and other foreign cities to interest 
wealthy men in the gold mines swindle. 

The men are said to have operated 
in nearly every large city in the world 
in the last 10 years. In 1910 Potter and 
Starkloff were arrested in Philadelphia 
charged with using the United States 
mail to defraud by means of a confi- 
dence game. They furnished a cas): 
bond of $23,000 and disappeared. 

After leaving Philadelphia the _ al- 
leged swindlers flooded Wisconsin with 
“green goods” literature which was 
shipped from Chicago to New Orleans, 
where it was mailed. Potter and Stark- 
loff are under indictment in Chicago for 
illegally using the mails to defraud, and 
for operating a confidence game. 
An indictment charging illegal use 
of the mails also is pending against 
them in the Federal Court in New 
York. 


Amount Put at $1,500,000. 
“Potter is the cleverest confidence 


man in the world in my opinion,” De 
Woody said. “He and his companions 
have obtained $1,500,000 in a few years 
by means of the green goods, salted gold 
mine and gold brick swindle. They are 
known to the police of every big city 
in the world. A certain percentage of 
their earnings was put aside for use 
in getting the members out of trouble in 
case of arrest and as a result they 
always have a large amount of cash for 
immediate use. 

“We have been after Potter and his 
companions for several years, but found 
no trace of them until several days ago. 
We have not fecided on what charge we 
will prosecute him, as he is under in- 
dictment in Ohicago, Philadelphia and 
New York for using the mails to de- 
fraud.”’

NEW YORK, Sept. 21.—The suspén- 
sion of( Van Schaick & Co., members 
of the New York Stock @xchange was 
announced this morning on the ex- 
change. The firm was formed in 1907 
and was composed of John B.. Van 
Schaick, who was the beard member 
and Derby Crandall. 
has branch effices in Jersey City and 
Baltimore. 

A representative of the firm said the 
failure was due mainly to over exten- 
sion of credit and the failure of cus- 
tomers to make good on marginal ac- 
counts. It was said the liabilities would 
be $1,000,000 and that the outstand- 
ing loans of about $1,500,000 were all se-. 
cured. The failure is not regarded as 
important. The assets of the firm are

a brief eulogy, told the 38000 persons 
who. thronged the church that Butler 
had known for months that the end 
was near, and that his faith was beautt- 
ful. He urged his hearers to fan a like 
flame of faith in their own . hearts. 
Butler received holy communion weekly 
for some time before his death, the 
orator said, and viewed the approach- 
ing end as a relief from a lifetime of 
work and an end to exile from the 
life beyond. 

The Butler funeral was the largest 
which has gone to Calvary Cemetery in 
many years. Followin the hearse 
to the burial place were 88 carriages and 
10 buggies. 

At the grave in Calvary Cemetery, 
hundreds gathered besides those who 
had gone in carriages. Street cars and 
automobiles carried many who were not 


members of the regular procession, and |. 


these took their place near the road- 
way, lined on each side with floral of- 
ferings, which led to the family lot. 
Heads were bared as the casket was 
taken from the hearst, and a thousand 
voices joined in the responses of the 
“Our Father,”’ and the ‘Hail Mary,’’ as 
the ritual was pronounced by the Rev. 
Father Franois J. O’Connor. 

A canopy was over the lot, which its 
marked by the family monument. The 
grave, by the graves of Butler’s sons, 
John and Edward Jr., was lined with 
concrete. 

At the church, largest of West Pind 
houses ef worship now in use, the main 
auditorium was crowded to the utmost 
and the doors were blocked by persons 
trying te gain entrance. On Grand and 
Lindell avenue’, outside the church, 
thousands gathered, and the church 
yard and the sidewalks for nearly a 
block in twe directions were black with 
humanity. Many stood through the 
service who could not approach near 
enough to the church to hear the strains 
of the organ through the open windows. 

Dia Net Know Age. 

“Many in the throng commented, as 
they left the church, on the odd fact 
that Col. Butler did not know his age. 
He was born in Ireland, as he had often 
been heard to say, in the year of “the 
big wind.” But when he applied in mid- 
dle age in St. Louis for life inevrance, 
and tried to fix the year, he found 
that there were two “big winds”—one fn 
1830 and one in 1888—se that ft is not 
known whether he was 8l‘or 78 when he 
died.

Sixteen New Fissures Have 
Opened at Base of the 
Mountain. 





CATANIA, Sicily, Sept. 123.—The 
activity of Mount Etna increases. 
Sixteen new fissures have opened and 
from the two nearest the base of the 
volvano a great stream of lava ig- 
sues. It is moving at the rate of 1250 
feet an hour and today had covered 
several miles in the @irection of Lin- 
guaglossa, northeast of Etna. 

Linguaglossa and Randazso, to the 
northwest, are on elevations and are 
not threatened by the flow of lava, 
though storms of ashés beat on them. 

The residents, hewever, are panic- 
stricken, and some have deserted the 
towns. Earth shocks continue. 

The river of lava has invaded the cen- 
turtes-old forests of larch and pine, 
ane appears about to destroy the beau- 
tiful vineyards and nutwoods. 

Ti is soon to reach the railway line 
circling Mount Etna at a point between 
Linguaglossa and Randazzo.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12-—Two de- 


cisions in bridge toll cases § ren- 
‘dered by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission last week are of great inter- 
est to St. Louis. The commission held 
that the Washington Southern Reail- 


road, a subsidiary corporation of the 
- Pennsylvania and Southern Railroads, 
could not charge an arbitrary bridge 
toll of 25 cents for each passenger trans- 
ported over the bridge at Washington. 
The commission also denied the Souta- 
.ern Railway the right to charge a fare 
of 60 cents from Washington to Alex- 
andria, a distance of eight miles. 

Im both cases the contention of the 
raliroads was that the bridge service 
was so expensive that the roads were 
entitled to a higher rate. The effect 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
gion’s decision was that the bridge 
vas properly a part of the railroad 
gystem, and that the railroads had no 
right to make a higher charge on the 
bridge than on any other part of the 
ayatem. 

The finding is an important precedent 
in the solution of the bridge and termi- 
nal problem in St. Louis. 

The Washington bridge is owned by 
the railroad that applied for permission 
to make an arbitrary of 25 cents, while 
the St. Louis bridge and terminal fa- 
cilities are owned by the Terminal Rail- 
road Association. The Terminal Asso- 
ciation,* in the Htigation ‘affecting its 
right to charge an arbitrary, has always 
contended that as it was a distinct cor- 
poration and not a part of the rail- 
roads, it had the right to make @ sep- 
arate charge for its services. 

Railroads Own Terminal. 

The only difference between the Wash- 
freton and St. Louis situations is that 
the Washington bridge is under the own- 
ership of the :ailreads, while the St. 
Iouis bridges and terminals, theoret- 
ically owned by the Terminal] Railroad 
Association, are, in fact, owned by the 
15 lines which own the Terminal asso- 
ciation. It ‘has been shown in the Gov- 
err.ment fnjunction sult against the Ter- 
minal, which is now in the Supreme 
Court, that its stock was owned in equal

On a reargument of that matter, the 
commisioners waived aside sugges- 
tions that the carriers are put to great 
and . necessary expense in getting 
freight across t .e river, the whole ten- 
dency being to tell the carriers to run 
along with their antiquated arguments 
about the great cost of the service. 
They made the lawyers admit that 
rates and regulations, have been so ar- 
ranged as to force upon commerce a 
needless expense. The fact that in all 
cases except one the carriers serving 
St. Louis are transmississippi companies 
had no weight with the commissioners. 
By their attitude they indicated that 
so far as they are concerned, it is the’ 
business of the Pennsylvania and other 
Mississippi carriers to deliver in St. 
Louis as it is the duty of transmississip- 
pi carriers to deliver in East St. Louis, 
just as if there were no bridges owned 
by companies kept up for the purpose of 
exacting a loca! toll on’ long system- 
line hauls. 
‘ Like a Test Case, 

Thus far there has been no case from 
St. Louis Ike that of the Washington 
bridge application for permission to 
disregard the long and short haul sec- 
tion. 
the Washington bridge case was put 
forward as a test of the temper of 
the commissioners, the carriers believ- 
ing they could get away with a case 
of that kind here easier than they 
could put through an application to use 
the St. Louis bridges for a like purpose. 
There has never been such a fight on 
account ef the Washington : bridge as 
has prevailed at St. Louis. Application 
for such a permit in connection with 
the St. ts bridges, the carriers have 
reason to believe, would have stirred 
up a hornet’s nest. Had permits been 
issued on account of the bridge across 
the Potomac they would have served 
as a precedent for the St. Louis bridges. 


LOS ANGELES CASE 
BASIS FOR ATTACK 


The Terminal Association has con- 
tended that its properties did not con- 
stitute a railroad within the meaning 
of the law, and that the Interstate Com- 
meréé Commission would not therefore 
have jurisdiction. Efforts are now being 
Way | made to get the question before the com- 
@ission on the theory that the bridge 
arbitrary is a discrimination against St. 
Louis, and therefore a violation of the 
sections of the interstate commerce law 
which prohibit railroads from making 
and collecting different rates for similar 
ser vices. : 

The commission's recent decision in 





is to be made the basis for this attack 
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on the bridge arbitrary at St. Louls. 
In the Los Angeles case the commis: 
sion held that a charge for switching 
a car to or from a store or factory on 
an industrial track, which was a spur 
track of the carrier, was a discrimina- 
tion against the business of Los Ange- 
les, San Francisco and San Diego, and 
was, therefore, illegal. A similar charge 
to this is not made in any other city. 
Not Like Other Cities. 

The freight and passenger arbitrary 
in St. Louis is not charged at any oth- 
er city on the Mississippi River under 
exactly similar conditions, and bridge 
arbitrary foes urge, therefore, that St. 
Louis is discriminated against as  be- 
tween it and other rival commercial 
centers, and that the Los Angeles de- 
cision, if applied in St. Louis, would 
knock out the arbitrary. 

Another case which lawyers say 
might be applied to the St. Louis arbi- 
trary was the inter-mountain case origi- 
nating at Reno, Nev. Citizens of Reno 
and other mountain cities complained 
to the commission that the continental 
lines charged more for hauling a car- 
load of freight to Renp than to Pacific 
Coast.points. The complaint was made 
under the long and short haul clause of 
the recently amendeg Interstate Com- 
merce act. 

The commission held that the conten- 
tion of the Reno complainants was cor- 
rect, and that the long and short haul 
clause prohibits a railroad from charg- 
ing more for hauling a similar kind of 
freight to one point than to a more dis- 
tant point. 

Another Basig Given. 

Lawyers say that this decision may be 
applied to the coal] arbitrary of ® cents 
a ton. at St. Louls. The rate on coal 
from the inner and outer groups of 
Illinois mines is greater to St. Louls by 
reason of the arbitrary than it is on 
coal to points more than 100 miles west 
of St. Louis, and therefore, it is con- 
tended, the railroads are charging more 
for the short haul to St. Louis than 
for the long haul to points more than 100 
miles west of St. Louis. It is cen- 
tended that the commission’s decis- 
fon in the intermountain case makes 
such charge clearly jllegal. 

The Government authorities ig St. 
Louis are also anticipating a speedy de- 
Cision of the injunction sult against the 
Terminal, now that it is before the Su- 
preme Court for adjudication on its 
merits. The case probably will be 
argued and submitted in December. If 
the Government succeeds in having the 
Terminal Railroad Asseciation dissolved 
for violation of the anti-trust lews it 
will no longer exist to impose.an arbi- 
trary freight charge on traffic at St. 
Louis. ‘ 

Chance te Presecute. 

If, after the dissolution of the Term- 
inal, the railroads attempt to evade the 
decision by acting in concert to create 
an arbitrary on interstate commerce, 
then the question of whether such action 
was contempt of court, subject to pun- 
ishment by -imprisonment, would be 
raised. The prosecuting officigis of the 
Government say it is not likely the 
railroads would attempt to violate a 
mandate of the Supreme Court, knowing 
that contempt proceedings would be 
invoked.

Mathes was his guardian until 
last June, when Grabinsky became 21 
years old and inherited several theu- 
sand dollars from the estate of his fa- 
ther. He received only $2000, relatives 
retaining some of the inheritance for 
money they told the detectives they 
had advanced to him to help him out 
of other difficulties. 

He soon spent this money, they 
said, and found himself in Memphis 
without funds. 

The check he is accused of cashing 
there was drawn on the St. Louis 
bank and cashed by the Commercial 
Trust and Savings Bank of Memphis.

MADE INS DAYS 


New York Police Lieutenant and 
Wife Use Train for Only 
47 Miles. 


RIDE. ONLY IN DAYLIGHT 


Expect to Return by Chicago, 
Completing 2200-Mile Jour- 
ney in 15 Days. 


From New York to St. J.ouis by trol- 
ley, in five days, traveling only in the 
day time, is the record made by Lieut. 
William A. J. Koenig of the New York 


City police force, and his wife, who now 
are visiting in St. Louis. Their start 
was made at Syracuse,-N. Y., and the 
trip of approximately 1100 miles was 
made entirely by trolley oars except a 
jump of 47 miles from Lafayette, Ind., 
to Danville, Ill., made by train. 

Lieut. Koenig is on his annual 15-day 
furlough. His wife: formerly was Miss 
Frances Malloy of St. Louis. She left 
here 12 years ago and went to New 
York. Nine years ago she was driving 
at Coney Island, when her horse bde- 
came frightened and ran away. Lieut. 
Koenigs who was stationed at the pleas- 
ure resort at that time, ran into the 
street and stopped the runaway. They 
were married in New York a year later. 

Mrs. Koenig has made a tour around 
the world but likes to ride on trolley 
cars. When she expressed a desire to 
visit friends in St. Louis during her 
husband’s vacation, Koenig prepared to 
make the trip by trolley. For four 
months he studied timecards and maps 
of various trolley lines, selecting their 
route. 
Syracuse Starting Point. 

They started from Syracuse last Tues- 
day morning, and arrived tn St. Louis 
Saturday night. It/ts possible .to make 
the journey by trolley from New York 
City, Koenig explained, but they made 
the trip to Syracuse by train to make 
better connections and givé them time 
to visit friends there. 

The route they traveled follows, 
showing the points at which they 
changed cars: Syracuse to Roches- 
ter, Rochester to Buffalo. Buffalo to 
Westfield (N. Y.), Westfield to Erie 
(Pa.), Erie to Conneaut, Conneaut to 
Ashtabula, Ashtabula te Cleveland 
(Oo), Cleveland to Toledo, Toledo to 
Lima, Lima to’ Ft. Wayne (Ind.), Ft 
Wayne to Peru, Peru to Lafayette, 
Lafayette to Danville, Ill.. (by train), 
Danville to Springfield, Springfielé to 
St. Louis. 

The trolley fares on the trip cost 
them $19.05 each. At several points 
on the various lines they traveled at 
the rate of a mile a minute. Koenig’s 
stop-watch showed that they traveled 
a mile in 56 seconds between Cleve- 
land and Toledo. Between Syracuse 
and Rochester they made the 89 miles 
in two hours. Several miles on the 
McKinley line between Danville and 
St. Louis the cars set a pace of a 
mile a minute, Koenig told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. 

Finest on MeKinley Line. 

The finest trolley cars were found on 
the Illinois Traction System, Koenig 
said, where they rode on the only par- 
lor car they found itn regular service. 
The most elaborate regular coaches 
were on the line between Syracuse and 
Rochester. 


Lieut, Koenig and his wife are stop- [ 


ping at the Moser Hotel. They expect 
to start on the return trip to.New York 
Thursday night, taking the McKinley 
Hine sleeper to Peorfa. They expect to 
return by way of Chicago and Pitts- 
burg, completing the journey of approx- 
imately 2200 miles by trolley in the 15 
days.

FRANCE ANATING 
ANSWER 10 ITS 
MOROCCAN NOTE 


Country Plays a Waiting Game 
While Germany Decides Up- 
on Her Course. 


~ 
PARIS, Sept. 12.—The Cabinet met at 
4 o’clock this afternoon to consider the 


French reply to Germany’s counter- 
proposals concerning Morocco. 

The reply had been drawn up by Pre- 
mier Caillaux and the ministers were 
summoned specially to pass on it. 

It was understood before the cabinet 
met that the French note had been 
written in a spirit of conciliation, but 
expressed ‘a firm attitude in maintain- 
ing the position which France has as- 
sumed on questions of principle from 
which she could not depart. A semi- 
official not issued yesterday indicated 
that the German conditions would be 
refused.

KAISER QUOTED 
AS FOR PEACE 


New York Editor Tells of Talk- 
ing With Emperor Who Has 
No Idea of War. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—That the Gor- 
man Emperor and his most trusted ad- 
visers have never seriously considered 
going to war with France over the 
Moroccan question, is the assertion of 
C. B. Wolffram, editor of the German 
Herald of this city, who returned today 
on the North German Lioyd liner Kron- 
prinzessen Cecilie from Germany. 

Wolffram and Congressman Barthold' 
of St. Louis were specially commis- 
etloned to present to the German Empire 
the statue of Baron Steuben. 

The Emperor, according to Wolffram, 
dropped tie pose of “His Majesty’ in 
his relations with the representatives 
of the United States and conversed with 
them in the confidential manner of one 
man with another. 

He says he found Von  Kiderlen 
Waechter a most communicative diplo- 
mat. Of a breakfast given by the For- 
eign Secretary and Congressman Barth- 
oldt, Wolffram says: ‘‘We had the ex- 
traordinary pleasure of hearing from His 
Excellency’s own lips the‘true version 
of thé Morocco trouble, from which I 
could draw but one conclusion that the 
stand which Germany has taken in the 
matter was fully justified by the action 
of France and that, in fact, there never 
had been any real danger of war.”’ 

Maj. Cecil Grenfell, a member of the 
firm of Morgan, Grenfell & Co., a 
Mmanch of the J. P. Morgan establish- 
ment, came on the same steamer. He 
said he would stay three months unless 
there was trouble between France and 
Germany. When he left he said mat- 
ters were close to the breaking point. 








BERLIN, Sept. 12.—No further devel- 
opments in the Moroccan affair are 
expected here pending the receipt of 
German note. 
French Ambassador, M. Cambon, 
is in Dresden with his family awaiting 
the next move of his Government. 

Although the public anxieties regard- 
ing the differences between France and 
Germany have been largely allayed, 
stocks opened somewhat weaker on the 
Bourse today, owing to the unsatis- 
factory course of the New York and 
Paris markets yesterday. 

A report printed in the foreign press 
that the Russian Government had with- 
drawn great sums of money from Ber- 
lin is authoritatively denied; and it is 
asserted that the withdrawal of the 
French credits from German houses 
has been much exaggerated in the re- 
ports. What ever withdrawals were 
made, were so slight, it is declared, that 
they played no important part in the 
recent stock market panic.

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MODEEBN HISTORICAL METHODS. 

A suggestion made dy Alexander Konta that 
the phonograph and cinematograph be used to 
supplement the invaluable work vf local] histor- 
ical societies, le of such obvious merit as to 
command instant and general recognition. 

The cinematograph, which literally pictures 
motion in three dimensions, has been so perfect- 
ed as to reproduce shades in color. The improved 
phonograph does a work with the vibrations of 
sound almost as delicate and exnressively modu- 
lated as the cilnematograph does with the vibra- 
tions of light. What written records, no mat- 
ter how graphically and with what art com- 
posed, convey to the understanding cannot be 
compared in vividness with what the one won- 
derful device does for the ear and the other 
for the eye. 

Both these inventions will have an Important 
influence un the art of writing history. What 
one of different versions of the same event is 
to be accepted and approved will matter little, 
when its appearance and accompanying sounds, 
its very substance, are faithfully preserved for us. 

St. Louls has an admirable local historical 
museum, devoted to the purposes for which it 
exists. An affiliated society specifically organ- 
ized to carry out Mr. Konta’s suggestion, could 
greatly expand its usefulness. A _ society of 
national scope is of course to be expected, but 
local societies would inevitably be the main 
dependence in the preservation even of incidents 
of genuine national importance.

Wolgast, for Example, Would 
Have to Battle Men Weigh- 
ing 140 Pounds. 


PROMOTERS WOULD BALK 


Pacific Coast Clubs Would Prob- 
ably Pay No Attention to 
New York Commission, 


NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—Following the 
Wells-Brown battle m New York, & pro- 
posal was made by certain Gotham 
sportsmen to have the State Athletic 
Commission, which now controls box- 
ing in the Empire State, adopt a revised 


scale of weights which would raise the 
scaling marks for all classes to con- 
form with those set forth by the Na- 
tional Sporting Club of London. They 
tried this game.in the East on several 
occasions, but other sections of the 
country itn which boxing flourished 
failed to respond with enthusiasm and 
the scheme fell through. Now, with 
the commissioin behind them théy have 
a far better chance of success.

few.

It is the small men whg will suf- 
fer if the New York Commission insists 
upon aping British ring styles. 

The idea ig that international matchts 
could be easier arranged and decided 
under the London rulings. But the fact 
remains that the National Sporting Club 
recognizes no man as a champion of 
England in any class unless he has won 
a Lord Lonsdale belt emblematic of the 
title of his division. And none but En- 
glish boxers are allowed to compete for 
the token in question. So long as such 
an unfair condition prevails it certainly 
looks as though we ought to ignore 
British ring rulings instead of bowing 
to the dictation of the autocrats of King 
George's realm. 

Meanwhile, how about the boxing 
magnates on the coast? Is it likely that 
the California promoters, whe control 
the long distance battles, which are the 
real test ef championship material, will 
allow the New York State Commission 
to tell them where they must get off?

‘It would not be misrepresenting 
the situation to say that the financial 
market settled down today to a pos- 
ture of passive and contented bewil- 
derment,. 

“The news of the week has seemed 
to be made up of inconsistent events 
and unanswered questions—among 
them the relation of the German 
Stock Bxchange movement to the 
prospect of war. The real attitude of 
American lJabor, and the connection 
(if any) between the action of grain 
and cotton prices and the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture's estimates. 

“This morning’s business began on the 
European exchanges with considerable 
cheerfulness, which was reflected in 
the American market and which caus¢:i 
another advance in New York exchange 
prices. 

“From this there followed the usual 
reaction, in which all the improvement 
was lost; then a slow recovery and a 
fractional relapse, which left most prices 
little changed from yesterday. 

“Abroad and at home the, one vol- 
unteered explanation of things seemed 
to be that markets hoped for the best, 
but would not move until “Morocco” 
was officially disposed of. Perhaps if 
Morocco had been suddenly swept off 
the board today, the markets would 
have found something else which must 
be waited for—the next session of Par- 
liament, for instance, or the presiden- 
tial election of 1912. 

*“But it has certainly not grown 
easier with the lapse of days to 
judge the Franco-German matter 
from’ the markets. On the day when 
all the news seems to favor peace 
and amity, financial Berlin falls into 
convulsions. On the day when it is 
learned that the two nations are as 
far apart as ever, the markets re- 
cover smilingly. : 

“Developments in the foreign 
money markets were interesting. The 
flow of money from London to Paris 
continued on a large scale, being re- 
flected in a further fall of 2% cen- 
times in Paris exchange on London. 
This makes a fall of 4% centimes in 
the Paris exchange rate within two 
days, and shows that the shifting of 
credits in this period must have 
reached an enormous total. 

“The advance of % per cent in dis- 
counts at Paris carri the open mar- 
ket rate up to the level of the bank rate 
which is 3 per cent. 
foreign exchange here was interesting, 
the tone being strong, and indicating 
that some large operations were going 
on in connection with the lending of 
money at Berlin by banks here. 

“The demand for exchange, growing 
out of the heavy trading in stocks by 
foreign operators, was again extensive, 
but the fact that stocks had been sold 
yesterday for foreign account, and that 
large purchases had been made by the 
same.interests, tended to balance the 
account. 

“The banks here sent a good deal of 
money away, but the demand from bor- 
rowers here was not at all large, and 
the lenders made no eae. to press 
their offerings on a mafke
